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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: neither of the 
closest applied prior art discloses a product from an oligomerization process having a 
branching other than methyl branching. In fact, both references explicitly disclose that 
the products are limited to methyl branching only. Although the prior art discloses 
oligomerization of olefins in the presence of a selectivated crystalline molecular sieve 
catalyst, there is no suggestion by the prior art that a combination of feed comprising a 
mixture of C4 and C5 olefins and using a selectivated crystalline molecular sieve 
catalyst would result in a dimer product having 17-38% branching other than methyl 
branching, i.e., ethyl or higher.
